Please amend the claims as follows: 

1. (currently amended) A method for inhibiting cell growtli or enhancing cell death comprising: 

a) providing a photosensitive agent to a cel L wherein photosensitive agent is 
delivered as part of a phannaceuticallv acceptable formulation that further comprises a 
phaimaceuticallv acceptable carrier and does not include liposomes : 

b) applying an electric pulse to the cell of a sufficient strength and duration to 
electroporate the cell with the photosensitive agent; and 

c) applying light of an activatable wavelength to the cell thereby activating the agent 
and inhibiting ceil growth or enhancing cell death. 

2. (currently amended) Th e m e thod of A method according to claim 1, wherein multiple pulses 
are applied to the cell. 

3. (currently amended) Th e m e thod of A method according to claim 1, wherein the pulse 
amplitude is about 8410 kV/cm to about 6.0 kV/cm. 

4. (currently amended) Tho m e thod of A method according to claim 1, wherein the pulse width 
is about 0.1 milliseconds to about 10 milliseconds. 

5. (currently amended) Tho method of A method accordinp to claim I, wherein the pulse is 
applied using at least two electrodes. 

6. (currently amended) The m e thod of A method according to claim 5, wherein at least one light 
conductor is combined with the electrode.
